You failed to provide adequate veterinary care for 1 female Cocker Spaniel who 
had swollen red tissue protruding under the bottom eye lashes (cherry eye) in 
both eyes, and 1 male Poodle called Rubin who had a matted hair coat.

You failed to provide adequate veterinary care for the following animals at your 
facility: 

1) A black, white and tan female Shih Tzu, who had a raised opaque swelling 
less than a centimeter in diameter in the center of the right eye; 

2) A blonde, female Cocker Spaniel, who had a small swelling on the inside of 
the bottom corner of the right eye; and 

3) A brown, female Cocker Spaniel, who had red swollen tissue in the bottom 
corner of the right eye. 


The Animal and Plant Health Inspection Service (APHIS) created federal regulations to 
ensure the welfare of animals and help prevent the spread of animal and plant pests and 
diseases. Since violations of the regulations can have serious and costly impacts that are 
detrimental to the public interest, APHIS is providing you with an Official Warning for 
the violation(s) described above.
